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We are far from desiring to advocate the prudence of a total 
reliance of the people upon the saving and corrective powers of 
Government. It is so obviously to the interests of the Railway 
Companies to manage their own affairs in a way to satisfy public 
expectation, and protect public life and property, that if it were 
possible to avoid altogether an interference which must partake 
more or less of the character of an irksome inquisition, and 
expose private servants to the hectoring insolence of Government 
officers, we should most cordially rejoice. But the absence of 
restraint among the best-intentioned people and the best ordered 
associations, begets a looseness of management which, as we have 
seen, is too pregnant with danger to be suffered to continue un- 
checked. The control —at least, the indirect control — of the 
state should therefore be an indispensable condition of the exist- 
ence of organised bodies, to whose tender mercies the travelling 
public implicitly submit their lives. 

The principle admitted, we come to the question of the manner 
of interfering. We fear there is no choice between the laissez 
aller and the application of the restraining powers of the law. If 
the Government is not allowed to become an organ of prevention, 
an Act of Parliament must step in to provide a penalty for the 
evils resulting from the absence of that surveillance. And of the 
various descriptions of penalty recognised by our system of juris- 

rudence, a money compensation appears to be the least open to 
objection ; it is suitable to the commercial genius of the country, 
and corresponds with the recognised method of indemnifying 
sufferers for other offences against person and property. A cri- 
minal prosecution of certain subordinate officers would only meet 
a few of the cases of public wrong, and, after all, afford no satis- 
faction to the victims of carelessness; the deodand system is ob- 
solete ; fines would but enrich the state, and scarcely provide a 
counterpoise to the pecuniary advantage of using inferior ma- 
chinery and underpay ing employés. A comparatively small penalty 
would act as a premium upon the temptation of Fate. ‘The prac- 
tice, therefore, of adequately compensating the actual sufferers 
might be introduced, and the amount of compensation be regu- 
lated by the amount of injury sustained by a catastrophe. A 
given bonus would meet a contusion which would involve a doc- 
tor’s bill and a brief loss of time. The cripple for life should 
become the permanent pensioner of the company, and a case of 
death might give to the immediate survivors of the unfortunate 
deceased a claim to perpetual maintenance, Under such a system, 
we could read the details of a frightful disaster like that which 
occurred upon the Hadleigh line, with the consolation that penury 
had not been added by the accident to the physical damage 
endured by the luckless passengers. The French laws visit many 
cases of murder or manslaughter with this retributive justice ; 
and it cannot be denied that it is consonant to common sense, and 
fulfils the true end of law more completely than the most terrific 
vengeance the cruel ingenuity of a Draconic system could devise. 
Hitherto we have only recognised the influence of money in 
soothing the irritated feelings, and salving the wounded honour of 
the affluent. It is time that we tried its effects as a balm to 
afflicted pockets, injured frames, and serious domestic privations.

DESTRUCTION OF THE HADLEIGH STATION, 

On Thursday, the 16th inst., a cheap excursion train had been ar- 
ranged to run trom the Hadleigh station to Ipswich, and from the 
recent opening of the line such a jtrip proved unusually attractive to 
the inhabitants of Hadleigh, several hundreds of whom had assembled 
on the platform, and of these nearly 150 were standing under shelter 
of a wall 14 feet high, which had been carried out for about 30 feet 
at the east end of the station. This wall had been erected within the 
last few days, and was what is called in technical phrase “ green 
work;” and therefore not calculated, as the event proved, to resist the 
strong wind which blew directly upon it from the south-west. No 
danger, however, was apprehended, and being at the upper end of the 
Pee there the crowd was more dense than at any other part. 

Vhile in this imagined secure position (it being about one o'clock), 
a tremendous hurricane swept up from the adjacent valley to the ex- 
posed position where the station is placed, and catching this unpro- 
tected length of wall on the broadside, the immense mass was thrown, 
or rather shut, down upon the cluster of human beings below, whose 
screams, it will be imagined, were most heartrending. Some were 
thrown wounded and bleeding upon the line of rails; others were 
completely buried in the ruins; and numbers, though only partly 
covered, were unable, either from their wounds or the weight upon 
them, to extricate themselves from the ruins. The superincumbent 
weight was so great that the platform, though erected of most sub- 
stantial materials, broke down under it; and to this circumstance, 
with the fact that. the descent of the wall was in some degree broken 
by so large a mass of persons, the absence of fatal consequences is in 
a great degree attributed. Sixty-five persons have been injured, some 
with fractured bones, and many suffering from severe contusions. 

Hadleigh station is on an eminence remarkable for its exposure 
to the winds, and on Thursday afternoon it blew one of the most 
furious gales ever known in that part of the country. The guard of 
the train running between Bentley and Hadleigh states it was with 
the greatest difficulty he or the stokers could keep their places, and 
that not only did they labour under the apprehension of being every 
moment blown off the trains, but that they actually felt alarmed lest 
the trains themselves should be overturned, At some distance from 
the spot where the catastrophe occurred trees were torn up by the 
roots, outhouses blown down, and great havoc otherwise committed 
by the fury of the gale. It is due to the medical gentlemen who are 
attending the sufferers to say, that nothing could be more unremitting 
than their atiention to them by night as well as day. ‘hough 
several of the sufferers will feel to the end of their days the effects of 
the injuries they have sustained, it will be a wonderful as well as a 
gratifying circumstance that so many individuals have so seriously 
suffered without, as yet, a single instance of loss of life.

EE E Saturday intelligence arrived that the American 
barque Saone struck on the bar of Carnarvon in a heavy gale from 
N. N. W., on the morning of the 16th instant. The Llandwyn life- 
boat put off to save the crew. In the breakers two of the oars were 
broken, the boat heeled over, and two of the crew were drowned. 
After remaining on the wreck for ten hours, the crew of the Saone 
were landed, and are now encamped on the beach at Carnarvon. 
The vessel still remains on the bar. The barque Hillsborough, of 
Preston, struck on the Bunt rocks, Fleetwood, on the morning of the 
17th inst., the mate and four seamen being saved, and the master, 
pilot, and six men carried away by the rising tide in attempting to 
reach the shore. The brig Cousins, of Newcastle, foundered off the 
Cromer Light on the 15th instant; master and crew saved by the 
Saucy Jack, of Brexham. The Archimedes screw steamer, that lelt 
London on the 15th instant for Sunderland, with twenty-five passen- 
gers and a crew of sixteen hands, also had a miraculous escape. A l 
her masts, funnel, and deck cargo were lost in the gale, and the 
vessel brought into Yarmouth a complete wreck, having been mo- 
mentarily expected to founder. 

CARLISLE, — The venerable pile, Lanercost Abbey, so greatly ad- 
mired by antiquaries for its rich architectural beauties, is now in 
ruins, in consequence of the falling of the roof, which took place 
during the gale of wind on ‘Thursday last. On examination, it was 
discovered that the roof had given way in that part of the abbey in 
which divine service was usually performed. À 

Maxkcu —On Thursday afternoon a fire took place on the premises 
of a farmer named Darby, occasioned by a spark from the down 
train communicating with some loose straw round a threshing ma- 
chine. The wind being very high, in an instant the whole of the 
Stacks were on fire. The engines quickly arrived on the spot, and 
although worked with every energy, and every assistance was rene 
dered by all parties assembled, still their efforts were unavailing, the 
whole of the property being quickly consumed. It is supposed that 
four hundred pounds worth of property is destroyed, and uninsured, 
the various offices having refused to do so in consequence of its 
proximity to the railway. Farmers cannot be too cautious in not 
stacking their various produce in the neighbourhood of railways. 

_Cantister—On Saturday night last, just as the 10 15 p.m. Caledo- 
nian traia was approaching the viaduct across the river Esk, the 
policeman on duty discovered that a large tree had been lain across 
the rails, and was fortunately enabled to stop the train in time to save 
it, and probably all it contained, from almost certain destruction. 
The directors have offered a reward of 100/. for such information as 
will lead to the conviction of the perpetrators. 

“ssex. — Information has been received by the police of a robbery 
of a very extensive nature which occurred at Brentford. On Friday

Guenon, Bucxs.—But few know that the old road-side house of 
the “ Ship” at Grendon, Bucks, was once the quarters of Shakspeare, 
whose custom it was to sojourn here awhile to rest when leaving the 
metropolis to visit his native place. ‘The building is in tolerable fair 
preservation, is framed of oak, and has a lofty gable front. Its 
dormer casements are removed, and the window-frames plastered be- 
tween them, but the room in the gable still retains its singular 
lozenge-shaped window, and is the only object arresting the attention 
of the casual passenger. It has now attached to it a modern room or 
two, and is converted into a farm-house; the interior confirms its 


ancient importance as a commercial inn, for the two staircases of 


pillared oak and the bevelled door frames and chimney-pieces are in 
good preservation, and the floors only are far advanced in decay. 
The kitchen, where the poet is said to have studied his characters of 
the Constable and Cobbler in his “ Midsummer Night’s Dream,” by 
associating with them, is sadly changed; but the parlour, now con- 
verted into a lumber-room, is, one would say, identical with the 
period. The house is the property of Col, Jarvis of Shalsione, Bucks. 

Inminster.—An inquest was held on Monday last, on the body of 
Elizabeth Dock, aged seventy-two years. She was last seen bya 
neighbour returning home from the Carriers’ Arms, in a state of in- 
toxication ; she had been there the whole of the evening, drinking 
and telling fortunes; soon after she entered the house, fire was ob- 
served in her bedroom, on entering which deceased was found lying 
on the floor enveloped in flame. It appears that as she waa crossing 
her bedroom with a lighted candle in her hand, she fell down and 
set fire to her cap.

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ECCLESIASTICAL ARCHITECTURE, 
THE OLD AND THE NEW. š 

In a foregoing page we have hinted at the inconsistencies of the 
national character in alternately inviting and resisting the interfer- 
ence of government in the affairs of private associations. A still 
more striking example of a wayward taste and incongruous fancy is 
to be found in our present ideas of ecclesiastical architecture, 
While, upon the one hand, we recognise the beauty and fitness of 
the Gothic style, and spare neither pains nor expense to preserve or 
restore churches and cathedrals upon which Time has laid his ruth. 
less hand, our architects, on the other, devote themselves to the design 
of edifices which are only remarkable for a hare, cold, formal ex- 
terior, antagonistic to the picturesque, and decidedly opposed to the 
impressive. If the Gothic were objectionable, it would be politic to 
take advantage of decay and introduce sections of modern structures, 
until the entire disappearance of the old building should give occa- 
sion for the completion of a work more in accordance with the taste 
of the age. But the Gothic is not held barbarous! ; In the zeal with 
which we labour to perpetuate its rich beauty, cherishing its tracery, 
and imitating its quaintness, a recognition of its undying attraction 
is palpable. Why then, admitting its excellence and the adaptation 
of its simple grandeur to the purposes of a religious temple, abandon 
the Gothic for a style of architecture which neither excites respect, 
nor delights the imagination? There is surely no tendency to the 
simple and unaffected within our modern tabernacles; and there is, 
therefore, little reason for a careful avoidance of external embellish. 
ment. It were better, indeed, that there were more simplicity 
within, and something more of the ornate, devoid of the meretri- 
cious, without. ; 

Our pages to-day do not exhibit as striking an exemplification as 
might be adduced of the contrast between the ecclesiastical structures 
of the middle ages and those of the present day, inasmuch as the 
church at Hanwell, raised through the active piety of the curate Dr. 
Emerton, isin much better taste than the generality of modern edi- 
fices. ‘There is still, however, a sufficient difference between the 
massive dignity of Winchester Cathedral, where so many men dis- 
tinguished in British history. lie entombed, and the unpretending ex- 
terior of the Hanwell temple, to justify a partiality for the fashion of 
the former building, and make us regret that examples of its supe- 
riority are not multiplying throughout the land.

Tue Austrian Lioyn’s at Trieste, within the last few years, has 
assumed a considerable development.

The vessels make regular services between Trieste and 
the Levant. They conveyed in 1846 upwards of 200,000 passengers, 
and specie to the amount of 50,000,000 florins (130,000, 000F. ), exclu- 
sive of merchandise. There is an immense bazaar in its hotel at 
Trieste, which may be considered a perpetual exhibition of the newest 
productions of national and foreign manufactures. The hotel also 
contains an immense reading-room, in which news apers from all 
parts of the globe are received. The Austrian Lloyd's publishes 
four periodical works, viz. a political and commercial journal, which 
bears the name of the establishment; a literary journal; a weekly 
sheet, devoted to manufacturing industry; and a review of political 
economy. ‘The number of workmen constantly employed is about 
800, all of whom are lodged in the establishment. A library and 
reading room are at their disposal, and every evening they are taught 
music gratuitously. ue: 3 

Sreamnoar SIGNAL Licurs. — A gentleman of Cincinnati, Mr. 
D. B. Guiou, has invented a new signal light for steamboats. Itis 
triangular, presenting the point of an acute angle in front, on each 
side of which is a coloured light, so that a boat approaching in a 
straight line will show both lights, and a change of course will be 
indicated by the disappearance of one light and the increase of the 
other, as it presents a larger face. The river men are sanguine in 
believing this intervention will prove invaluable in preventing dan- 
gerous collisions.

General Francisco 
Narvaez has arrived in London, and General Narvaez is arrived in 
Paris. M. Coletti is dead, 

By a royal resolution of the 15th inst., a board of control for the 
construction of the new prisons has been established, The improve- 
ment and enlargement of existing prisons will also be under the 
directions of this board, and the execution will be confided to

Baron de Medem, general of artillery in the Russian service, has 
arrived at Compiegne, and was received on the 19th instant at the 
chateau by the Duke and Duchess de Nemours.

THE LATE FATAL EXPLOSION OF THE CRICKET. 

Ansournnep Inquesr.—The inquiry inio the causes of the explo- 
sion of the Cricket Steam-Doat was resumed on Wednesday by Mr. 
Bedford, the coroner for Westminster, at St. Martin's workhouse. 
Mr. Edward Portwine was first examined. He had, in a work upon 
engineering, prognosticated the explosion of the Cricket, but no- 
thing practical was elicited from this gentleman, and his examina- 
tion was short. ‘I'homas Lloyd, chief inspector of machinery in the 
navy, was next called. His evidence was extensive, minute, and 
satisfactory as to explaining the remote and immediate causes of the 
explosion, He produced several drawings, and said the pressure 
which caused the explosion was not less than 136lbs. 1 bave no 
Teason to suppose, from the examination, that there was any defi- 
ciency of water in the boiler, Tt is called a tubular boiler, from the 
circumstance of smail tubes being’ introduced ; but the bursting of 
such tubes would not cause the explosion. We consider the intro- 
duction of tubes an advantage. ‘The tubes seemed to be all perfectly 
good. Two or three appeared to be bent in the exploded boiler. ‘The 
main objection I have is to the flat front of the boiler, without proper 
Staying, and in a far less degree to the qualities of the material and 
workmanship. ‘There can be no doubt of the cause of the explosion 
being the Improper increased pressure of the steam, the pressure 
exerted shortly before and at the time of the explosion, If the 
Steam gradually increased its pressure in ten minutes from GOlbs. to 
130lbs. or 160lbs » that would cause theexplosion, I should say that 
the boi er had never previously been subjected to the saine pressure 
that it had on at the time of the explosion; and I come to that con- 
clusion because*the other boiler leaked at a low pressure, ‘This is 
evident from the leakage of the other boiler, from the pressure to 
which it had been subject on the day of the explosion. There isa 
connection between the two boilers at the lower part of the water 
and the Upper part of the steam. ‘The pressure on both boilers would 
be alike under every circumstance. In order to show the creat pres- 
sure that was brought Upon the unexploded boiler, I may mention 
that the flat plate was bulged to the extent OF 33 inch, and after it 
had been subjected to this water pressure of 136ibs., the bulging of 
that pressure was then 2 1-16 inches, and then the plate began to 
bieak exactly like the Plate of the exploded boiler, If all four of the 
valves had been at liberty, it appears to me that the steam could not 
have increased to Such an extent as to cause the explosion, and I 
therefore think that the valves must have been closed at the time of 
the explosion, from accident or design, or else open to a very small 
extent only, ‘Ihe effect Produced is exhibited on this plan. This 
represents the internal part of the boiler, the fire tuves, &c. ‘There 
were two stays here, and when the steam was increased the front 
part of the boiler had to Stand the whole, and then the stays began to 
80, and then the plate began to bulge more and more, and where the 
thin plate was used it tore away. The inside of the boiler struck 
against the engines and broke them, and that stopped the inside of 
the boiler, and that saved those on the deck in one part. ‘The one 
side of the vessel is completely flat, and the other side not so much 
injured, and the front part would also have been torn away, but that 
the boiler struck against the machinery., The weight of the shell is 
perhaps a ton and a half, and it would obtain an increase of 100 times 
its own gravity, which will account for the extraordinary velocity. 
In reply to some questions from the jurymen, Mr. Lloyd stated that 
there can be no necessity for tying a String to ease the valve, but it 
may be done tor convenience. “the valves being tied down would 
accelerate the steam in coming from the condenser, I have heard of 
valves being tied down. They cannot be tied down in the navy, 
Oezause there is nothing by which they can be tied, 

After the evidence of Mr. Lloyd tad been received, Thos. Clark 
Said he wished to give evidence as far as he could. He said: I am 
a smith and a machinist. I first took charge of the Cricketon the 
áth of April last. Edwards was then there as stoker, l took the 
first opportunity of examining the boilers after I had been there 
about a week, and I found One of the plates at the back was blistered 
a little.

other one. 1 accounted for this f 

boiler than the other, This was caused by the boat going on one 
side, and the water passing from oue boiler to the other. ‘The valves 
worked well, l have known them to stick so that L coud not lilt 
them when I lifted up the lever. This has happened twice while I 
have been there. We used a stick or a piece of iron to hft up the 
lever, there being no puiley. I know Knight; he was a stoker. l 
have sometimes ordered him to shake the valves with a string. : 
never saw him tie the string ; he used to take ita turn round a nail, 
after using it, to keep it off the boiler. l never told him to te it 
round the lever and fasten the other end ; it was fast to the lever at 
One end. The valves were certainly not tied down when I left the 
orat before Buttress took charge of her. Either he or Edwards 
might have done it if they had a spite to me.

Turspay last, the 21st of September, having been appointed the 
day when the writs of the new Parliament were made returnable, 
a small number of Peers assembled at the House of Lords pro 
Jorma, to announce the prorogation of Parliament until the 12th 
proximo. The proceedings were not of a very exciting charac- 
ter, nor did it transpire when the houses would assemble for the 
dispatch of business. 

There has been a lull in commercial calamities. No fresh 
failures have been announced since the disastrous crash of Reid, 
Irving, and Co., excepting that of the Liverpool firm of Watson, 
Brothers, and Co., a house largely concerned in the export trade 
to South America. The rumours industriously circulated to the 
disadvantage of certain houses connected with the East India 
trade appear to have subsided. The merchants and manufacturers 
of Manchester, however, have prudently taken advantage of the 
prevailing scarcity of money to call upon the mayor to convene a 
meeting, for the purpose of considering whether any and. what 
steps can be taken for limiting the drain upon the floating capital 
of the nation. 

Notwithstanding the pains taken by Mr. Hudson to render 
the Eastern Counties Railway suitable to the utmost wants of .the 
Cambridge people, we notice that measures are actually taking to 
restore stage coaches on the Cambridge Road; and it would ap- 
pear from the report ot a meeting at the Cambridge town hall, 
that the movement had met with general approbation. The 
grounds for the resuscitation of the long-fours were thus stated by 


a Mr. Nutter: — 


The numerous attendance showed that the inhabitants were dis- 
gusted with the proceedings of the Eastern Counties Railway Com- 
pany. At first the charges for parcels by the rail were such as all 
approved of, But what has been the course of events? The Lon- 
don and York bill for a line to Royston was thrown out, and the 
Eastern Counties bill for a line from Shelford to Ware had passed 
the Commons, and was in the Lords. Thinking opposition was thus 
overcome, they raised their charges 25 per cent.

mocratic) party in France at the appointment of the Duc Au- 
male to the governor-generalship of Algeria. It is regarded as 
another proof of the grasping spirit of the Orleans dynasty, and 
an evidence of the great difficulty of governing Algeria. The 
“ National” says — 


_ Since this unfortunate Algeria has been submitted to our domina- 
tion it has been the object of experiments of all kinds; at first a 
purely military regime was tried —then it was the time of civil in- 
tendants and conflicts of authority—and then the regime of the sabre 
was returned to, and Marshal Clauzel carried on, for good or for 
evil, his work of conquering, which was continued obscurely by Ge- 
neral Damremont, and without much éclat by Marshal Vallée. A 
new plan was attempted under the reiga of M. Bugeaud; a com. 
plete civil administration was installed in Algeria, and the duties of 
each clearly pointed. Now, after two years of wretched hesitation, 
the colony is gratified by a new organisation, and the plan of a totally 
responsibie governor is tried. If Algeria supports all these experi- 
ments in anima vili, it must be allowed that it possesses a rude tem- 
perament. If Marshal Bugeaud was a pacha, what will the Duke 
d'Aumale be? If the ministry was obliged to humble itself before 
the hero of Kabylia, will it not completely disappear before a prince? 
That is indubitable and necessary. 


The ministerial journals have little to say in defence of the 
appointment. The utmost they attempt is to obtain a trial for 
the Duke, 

Accounts received during the week from all parts of the Italian 
peninsula denote the advent of a troublous period. Austria ap- 
pears to be bent upon a perseverance in her aggressive policy, and 
meditates the immediate occupation of Parma, Lucca, and even 
Tuscany. In this opposition to the liberal movement she is sup- 
ported by Naples, whose troops have entered Reggio, inflicting 
severe punishment upon many of the leaders of the insurrection. 
The intervention of England and France, or either, continues to 
be ardently looked for by the liberal party, especially since 
Austria has refused to evacuate Ferrara, preparatory to opening 
negociations with the Pope. On this head a Brussels paper has 
the following paragraph :— 

We are assured that overtures have been made to send to Vienna a 

rotest in the name of France and England, against the occupation 
of the Roman territory by the Austrian troops. It would only be in 
case the protest should produce no results that the two powers would 
effect landings at Ancona and Civita Vecchia. We are assured, 
moreover, that the Pope has declared to M. Rossi that he would only 
decide at the last extremity on demanding the support of the foreign 
powers, and that he hoped to cause the Austrians to retire by the 
firmness of his attitude, 

Her Majesty Queen Victoria and Prince Albert have returned 
from Scotland, and are now domiciled in Osborne House, pending 
the repairs and alterations at Windsor. The royal party came to 
Fleetwood from Scotland, thereby for the first time delighting the 
inhabitants of a part of Lancashire with their presence. 

The bankers, merchants, and coal owners of Newcastle 
alarmed for the state of their several pursuits, and apprehensive 
of having a large discharge of workmen before long, assembled at 
a public meeting last week to represent, by resolutions, their case 
to Government, addressed the Premier, and asked an interview 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer. This interview took 
place at the residence of the chancellor, near Doncaster. Mr, 
Bell, the member for South Northumberland, professedly intro- 
duced the business to the Chancellor by explaining away most of 
the strong points the deputation had to urge. This gave the right 
honourable gentleman great courage in framing his replies, which 
were quite in accordance with the letter he had written. when 
consenting to receive the complainants. 

The deputed gentlemen towards the close of the meeting began 
to rally in their force of statement, and presented the facts of the 
case with which their interview should have been opened. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in order to relieve the minds 
of the deputation, is said to have assured them that the Bank of 
England had not limited their discounts; and that it was not, he 
fully believed, their intention todo as they had done in April, or 
to resort to any stringent measures. The right honourable gen- 
tleman attributed the “ high rate of interest and the diminution of 
capital to the competition of railways with the commercial in- 
terest, and to the speculations of large merchants which had been 
erroneously calculated.” The chancellor is represented to have 
then proceeded to lecture the deputation on their confounding 
capital with circulation, displaying his own profound knowledge 
of the subject by the following luminous passage: — “ If there 
were a diminution of capital arising from the export of money to 
pay for produce, that was a void to be expected from the course 
of trade.” 


THE CURRENCY. 

We stated broadly the week before last, and we are prepared 
to maintain, that the present short crop of raw cotton from which 
the manufacturers of Lancashire are so much suffering, is attri- 
butable to the action of the currency of this country in forcing 
down the prices of the articles manufactured of that material ; 
and that the only way for our manufacturers to be set afloat again 
is for them to make the best of what they hold in stock, or in 
bonded warehouses; and for the government, by order in council, 
to establish such a freedom in money as would permit prices 
to rise to a remunerationg level, so that a fair and attractive price 
could be offered to the American growers, the hands out of em- 
ploy be set to work, and the backs of the industrious covered, 
and their stomachs supplied from the abundance around them, then 
will a day of thanksgiving be kept with heart and spirit, and the 
incense of a grateful people ascend in prayers for blessings on 
our rulers. 

The question is, whether Lord John Russell can shake from his 
government the fetters with which Sir R. Peel has- bound it. If 
not, his career of office wil] be a short one. The administration 
has now had another trial in the case of the bankers, the coal 
owners, and ironmasters who assembled at Newcastle, and who 
addressed the Premier and the Chancellor of the Exchequer.

of the Chancellor of the Exchequer as to the means he had of 
paying that quarter’s dividend, when the directors of the Bank 
were obliged to give preference to the requirements of the 
Exchequer. 

The “ Times,” true to its colours, has this week issued one of 
those wild and incoherent defences of the bullion theory which have 
of late so much distinguished that organ ; thus exhibiting another 
instance of so much ignorance of its writers on monetary affairs 
as renders it marvellous that it should be listened to. Capital 
and money are so confounded as to lead to the conclusion that 
they are one and the same thing. These writers caunot see that 
money, the proper creation of the government of a country, is 
the mere representative of wealth, not wealth itself. The very 
term representative, one would think, would teach men that it is 
something distinct from the substance, though it performs the 
function of a substitute. Wealth and capital abound on every 
hand, the land, the houses, the furniture, the mills, the machinery 
the printing plant, the wool, the cotton, the iron, the coal, the 
corn, are so many forms of invested capital, requiring money only 
asa symbol of value for their action and interchange. The labour 
of the industrious classes is their capital, awaiting only as in the 
instances of the operatives of Lancashire, of Novthamn bela and

British merchants, but to drive foreign buyers preferably to the 
markets of other countries, 


In fact, it is impossible to turn in any direction and not to discern 
the evils incident to our existing money laws. ‘They are written 
in every page of our present history; they are felt in the univer- 
sal commercial complaints of diminished profits and monetary de- 
ficiency, by which every retail and every wholesale trader meets 
us; they are seen in the squalid and half-fed operatives of our 
manufacturing districts; they are manifested in the state of our 
public works. If any plan is presented to the government for 
improvement in our national defences—if decaying or required 
forts are presented to the public boards, the reply is—We have no 
money, we cannot undertake them yet. Should this be so 
we ask? What earthly reason is there but the blunderings of out 
political economists on the science of money that prevents ever 
useful public work proceeding? Is there any real reason whe 
railways should be stayed, or be postponed? Let gold be set fren 
like every other commodity, and every one of these public and 


private undertakings may proceed; bankruptcy will be arrested ; 
agriculture, manufactures, and trade will become not only brisk 


but remunerating, and England will put on her former power 
either for peace or for war; in the former condition carr ine fo 
ward all noble enterprises for the benefit of every tae aid $ 
lieved from all complaining in our streets ; in the latter dondition 
if forced upon her in defence of justice, she will have abn 
monetary resources, and the fame of her arms will once more re- 
sound throughout every quarter of the world.

‘The subject of our sketch has already occupied a great share of 
the world’s attention, and perhaps no writer or statesman ever existed 
of whom such opposite characters have been drawn. ‘To be great, is, 
of course, to be misunderstood ; and to be misunderstood in an age 
of talkers and authors, is to be misrepresented. But in the case of 
M. Thiers, the friends who have flattered and the foes who object are 
equally entitled to credit. He is at one and the same time a man of 
genius and a veritable quack. He was a brilliant minister, without 
displaying a particle of sagacity ; a first-rate orator, with no power of 
warping the judgments of his hearers. . Asa politician, he is said to 
embody the spirit of the age, yet he wishes to civilise by the aid of 
the sword, and fancies that he is doing his generation most essential 
Service by trying to recall the spirit of the French revolution, and 
advancing the true interests of his country by fixing the mind of its 
ees upon the glories of war and conquest. As an historian of the 

ourbons and of the empire, he tells more in a single page of the 
real nature of events, than other writers are able to accomplish in a 
chapter; and yet his facts are often invented, and his descriptions 
wholly inaccurate, To sum up, M. Thiers is a compound of striking 
opposites — a man of great thoughts, which end in pettinesses — a 
projector of magnificent schemes, terminating in disaster. He is 
admired, but not trusted; followed, but not loved; flattered, but not 
respected. He would ruin the rest of the world so that France 
might be exalted, and peril the dearest interests of France to advance 
the reputation of M. Thiers. 

Of his early existence but little need be said. Born of humble 
parentage, he made his way to Paris soon after the close of the last 
war, and was speedily enrolled amongst the band of journalists whose 
writings have so materially influenced the fortunes of Europe. As 
editor of the ‘* Constitutionnel,” he inflicted deadly wounds upon the 
elder branch of the Bourbons; and when, in a moment of insanity, 
the king issued his celebrated ordinances of July, it was the pen of 
‘Thiers which drew up the vigorous protest that mainly hurled him 
from the throne. ‘The new dynasty was ‘grateful, and the daring 
writer became successively an under-secretary of finances, minister 
of public instruction, and president of the council, or chief of the 
cabinet. His restless activity in the latter position made his retire- 
ment, after four years’ enjoyment of power, a matter of necessity to 
all parties ; and since that period he has occupied himself in writing 
history, and, as report says, in helping to bring about Montpensier 
marriages. The seals of office are again almost within his grasp, and 
the rest belongs to the history of the Future.

THE RESUSCITATION OF EMPIRES. 


We certainly live in an age of great revolutions. The world has 
own older since Gibbon wrote his “ Decline and Fall,” and Volney 
is “ Ruins of Empires ;” and there is now ample material for a 
treatise on Resuscitations. Rome, long sunk in darkness, a prey to 
fanaticism and foreign tyranny, erects her crest and cries aloud for 
the repossession of the freedom under which she conquered empires, 
and gave laws to half the world. Grrecr, admitted into the pale of 
European civilisation, struggles unaided to hold a place far removed 
from the offensive dominion of the Osmanli. Eayrr, again becom- 
ing the highway of Oriental commerce, sces herself, through a tem- 
porary haze, fattening into a rich emporium, A race of Rameseses 
and Sesostrises may not again arise, but the people must inevitably be 
elevated by the influences of trade, and the flesh-pots become as ac- 
cessible to the ryot and the fellah as to the pacha and the bey. And 
as Venice (thanks to Waghorn) is to have her share of the advan- 
tages of the restoration of eastern commerce to its original chan- 
nels, who will have the temerity to affirm that she, too — shaking off, 
like Rome, the incubus of Austrian domination — may not again 
assume the position once earned for her by her princely mer- 
chants, whose

From spoils of nations, and the exhaustless East i 
Poured in their lap all gems in sparkling showers ? 

It is but a dream as yet— but one of those dreams that boasts a firm 
and intelligible base. It results from the ordinary operations of 
cause and effect, and is justified by all the experience of the past. 
What may be in store for Spain in this almost universal progress of 
regeneration, we cannot pretend to foresee through the chaos which 
French interference clashing with English interest has produced. 
She may be destined to an utter annihilation—an incorporation into 
a system more fraught with peace than her precarious independence ; 
or it may be on the cards that she is again to hold the place among 
contemporary nations which she occupied when Christopher Colum- 
bus identified her grandeur with his discoveries in the New World. 
But this she scarcely merits. By her ingratitude towards the might 
adventurer, she has forfeited the sympathy of the world.

Her Majesty's 
brig eat eavaander W. T. Rivers, having a Po her about thirty miles S. E. of the Lizard, at 3 nity 
on the 16th inst., immediately sent a boat to her assistance, although it was then blowing a heavy gale, with 
much sea on, and was fortunate enough to save the tae and crew of eight men. The Horatio was then 
riding head to wind 4 her own wreck, having shackled her chain cable to it, which formed a breakwater, and 
kept her afloat much longer than she could otherwise have done, The commander of the Nautilus made an 
attempt to tow the Horatio into port, but in this effort he failed, in consequence of the boisterous weather and 
heavy sea, which broke the hawsers.

The AE ech represents the Horatio as she was first seen by the Nautilus, with her main-yard up on end, and 
the mainsail torn and blowing about over the stump of the main-topmast, the ensign being hoisted as a signal

Much praise is due to the commander of H.M. B. Nautilus for the prompt manner in which he rendered 
every assistance, thereby being the means of saving the whole of the crew from an untimely end, as the brig 
foundered shortly after they were removed, 


GAS AND AEROSTATION. 


The tedious process of inflating a balloon upon the locality of its ascent has found a happy corrective in a 
new plan recently adopted at the London Gas Works, Vauxhall, where Mr. Gale’s balloon was duly filled, and 
then transported by water to the Cremorne Gardens, Chelsea. ‘The merit of the scheme belongs to Mr. 8. 
Hutchison, the conan PER” engineer, who first proposed to inflate balloons at his works at Vauxhall, and 
convey them by water to the scene of their ascent. lt was accomplished last season successfully, and was 
therefore repeated on Monda last, with ease and safety. The arrangements being made, the gas was regis. 
tered by one of the British Meter Company's meters, which, during the severe test, proved itself eminently 
efficient to be used at gas works as station meters, or at establishments where the consumption of gas is large, 
The balloon, on being filled, was conveyed by means of ropes from the works to a barge, which was towed by 
one of the Citizen steam-boats. On the bal oon arriving at Vauxhall Bridge, it was allowed to ascend the 
height of the bridge, while ropes were being fastened to the steamer, which continued to progress slowly. The 
balloon was then pulled down and safely placed on the barge. The equipage proceeded up the river, the 
banks of which were well lined with spectators, On arriving at Battersea Bridge, similar arrangements to 
those at Vauxhall Bridge were adopted, and the balloon was conveyed from the river into the gardens amid the 
shouts of the crowd at the river entrance. The balloon ascended at about nine o'clock,

The entire cost of summons for this debt amounted to 22 9d., divided 
as follows: —To the general fund for building courts, 6s., or five per 
gent, on the amount claimed; judge, 2s.; clerk, 2s.; and bailiff, 
1s. 10d. ; hearing on application (without a jury), judge, 11s. 10d. ; 
clerk, 1s. 6d. ; paying in or out of court, entering satisfaction, &c., 
2s, 3d.; calling cause, bailiff, 6d. ; two subpænas, clerk, 2s. ; bailiff, 
4s. 8d.; swearing witnesses (two, 4d. each), 8d. ; entering and draw- 
ing up order, clerk, 3s. ; serving order, bailiff, 1s. 10d. ; taxing costs, 
clerk, 1s, The hearing of this case lasted but five minutes, the de. 
fendant not being present, and only one witness examined. The 
fees, however, had all been paid, so that there could be no reduction, 
In order to insure the fees for subpcenas, the most profitable for the 
hizh bailiff, a notice is stuck up in the office, stating “ ‘That costs of 
witnesses will not be allowed unless subpoenaed.” In another case, 
where the debt was only 2s. 2d., the costs amounted to 1s. 8d. In 
the Marylebone County Court both parties are sworn, whether there 
is any necessity or not for so doing, solely to get the “costs of swear- 
ing witnesses,” a man being employed expressly to take the “ fees” 
after swearing them. 

Centrar CriMINAL Court.—Several carcass butchers ard their 
Servants surrendered to answer jndictments preferred againse them 
hy the Corporation of the City of London, for keeping slaughter- 
houses jn Warwick Lane, and other places in the neighbourhood of

had sullicient opportunity to obtain the necessary evidence, and that 
the prisoner, in consequence of the injury he had inflicted upon him- 
self, was hardiy in a fit condition to take his trial.

The 
consequence was, that the steamer struck one of the oars of the smaller boat, aut 
in an instant she turned bottom upwards, and all in her were precipitated into 
the river, Corporals Smith, Hacton, and Boys were enabled to save their lives 
hy holding on to the chain in frout of the steam vessel, until they were taken off 
by a waterman, but Emery and Drill-sergeant Paton were carried away by the 
tide and drowned, 

Fire in Bermonpsey.—On Tuesday se’anight a fire broke out on the pre- 
mises belonging to Mr. Hodgkins, Great Bermondsey Street.

Jews IN ENGLAND.—The “ Archives Israelites” says—* It is cal- 
culated that the total number of Jews spread over the surface of the 
globe is 6,000,000 of souls. Of these 180,000 are in the enjoyment 
of civil rights, viz. 80000 in the United States of America, 50,000 in 
Holland, 10,000 in Belgium, and 909000 in France. In England 
20,000 are as yet incompletely emancipated :” to which common 
sense may add, that England is, so far, not yet quite unbarbarised. 

Tron IN FRancr,—The number engaged in the mines and works 
are estimated at 51,000. ‘The other individuals employed in carrying 
the metal, and in various external works, being as numerous, the 

iron industry affords labour to at least 100,000 men. The produce 
in 1845 exceeded 166,000,000 francs. To that human force must be 
added 2047 hydraulic engines, and 207 steam-engines, representing 
together a power equal to that of 26,504 horses. lhe number of 
steam-engines was only 109 in 1840, so that it nearly doubled 
in five years. ` i 

Frenc Manrsuats.—The death of Marshal Oudinot has reduced 

to two survivors the number of 26 marshals of the empire created by 
Napoleon.. They are, Marshal Soult, Duc de Dalmatie, promoted 
to that rank in 1804; and Marshal Marmont, Duc de Raguse, pro- 
moted in 1809, and who lost his rank in 1830, for refusing to take his 
oath of allegiance to the dynasty of July. The twenty-four marshals 
deceased are :— Bernadotte, Prince of Pontecorvo (King of Sweden); 
Murat, King of Naples; Berthier, Prince of Neufchatel and Wa- 
gram; Massena, Duke of Rivoli, Prince of Essling; Ney, Prince 
of Moscowa, Duke of Elchingen; Lannes, Duke of Montebello; 
Mortier, Duke of Trevise; Lefebvre, Duke of Dantzic; Keller- 
mann, Duke of Valmy; Jourdan; Serrurier; Perignon; Brune; 
Bessieres, Duke of Istria; Davoust, Prince of Eckmuhl and Auer- 
stadt; Augereau, Duke of Castiglione; Moncey, Duke of Cone- 
gliano; Oudinot, Duke of Reggio; Macdonald, Duke of Taren- 
tum; Victor, Duke of Bellune; Suchet, Duke of Albufera; 
Gouvion- Saint-Cyr; Prince Poviatowski; and Grouchy. 
_ Crime 1N ScorLann.—Of upwards of 16,000 prisoners received 
into the prisons of Scotland last year, only 47c0, or less than one in 
three, could read well; and less than 1200, or one in thirteen, could 
write well. Of the whole number, only 312, or about one in fifty, 
had learnt more than mere reading and writing; while 2400 could 
not read at all, and 8500 could not write at all. 

Rattway Accipents.— By an analysis of the returns recorded in 
this department, it appears that of the 101 persons killed and 100 
injured, on all the railways of Great Britain and Ireland during the 
six months ending the 30th of June, 1847, there were—14 passengers 
killed, and 42 injured, from causes beyond their own control; 8 pas- 
sengers killed and 3 injured, owing to their own misconduct or want 
of caution; 8 servants of companies killed, and 17 injured, from 
causes beyond their own control; 51 servants of companies killed 
and 24 injured, owing to want of caution, or recklessness ; 19 tres- 
passers killed, and 7 injured; 1 person killed, and 1 injured, while 
crossing the railway at level crossings, owing to misconduct of ser- 
vants of company :—total, killed, 101; injured, 100. And for the 
same period the number of passengers amounted to 23,119,412. 

SWITZERLAND. — The following statistical account with respect to 
Switzerland is not without interest at the present moment; — The 
cantons which are hostile to the Sonderbund contain together a po- 
pulation of 1,867,910 souls, of whom 1,358,510 are Protestants, and 
509,400 are Catholics, ‘lhe males, from seventeen to sixty years of 
age, number 275,850. The federal contingent is 50,104 men, and 
the Landwehr 46,889, making a total military force of 96,993 men, 
with 278 pieces of artillery, of which 36 are battering cannon. ‘The 
neutral cantons of Neufchatel, Bale Town, Inner Appenzell, com- 
prise 104,000 souls, of whom 89,700 are Protestants, and 15,300 Ca- 
tholics. T'he men, from seventeen to sixty years of age, are reckoned 
at 15,600; the federal contingent is 2528, and the Landwehr 2190, 
making an armed force of 4718 men, with $2 pieces of artillery. 
The population of the seven Catholic cantons (the Sonderbund) 
amounts to 391,620 souls, of whom 6620 are Protestants, and 385,0CO 
are Catholics, ‘The male population, from seventeen to sixty years 
of age, amounts to 66,350, the federal contingent to 11,387, and the 
Landwehr to 20,436; total, 31,823, with 87 pieces of artillery; to 
which must be added 12 pieces of artillery taken from Bale country 
and Argau in the expedition of the Free Corps, and 20 pieces re- 
cently purchased from abroad. ‘The budget of these cantons united 
amounts to 2,509,000f., and the federal contingent {in money to 
119,788f. The Sonderbund, therefore, has only 31,823 men and 119 
cannon to contend against 96,993 men and 278 cannon, 

Post Orrick Rerunns, — Several post office returns, ordered Jby 
the House of Commons, have just been put into the hands of mem- 
bers. The first is a return showing the number of unclaimed Jetters 
now lying in the Post Office containing coin, bank notes, bills of ex- 
change, and other property, which have been accumulated during the 
Jast seven years, The articles sent through the Post Office since the 
introduction of cheap postage, are assuredly of a most miscellaneous 
nature; for we find here pawn-tickets,. purses, samplers, petticoats, 
shoes, stockings, nightcaps, handkerchiefs, gloves, aprons, scarfs, 
shawls, brooches, rings, wotch-seals and keys, bibles, prayer- books, 
pamphlets, magazines, penknives, razors, snuff-boxes, portraits, pills, 
theatrical tickets, &c. &c. ‘The total number of letters in the dead- 
letter office is 4201; the amount of coin is 310}. 9s. 7d. ; of bank 
notes, 10101. ; and of bills of exchange no less than 40,4100. 5s. 7d. 
‘nis applies to the post office in London alone. 

Bank Sratistics. — From public documents it appears that the 
highest price ever attained by Bank Stock was in the year 1818, when 
it touched 292 and that the Jowest was in 1762. when it was done at 
91. A return of the liabilities and assets of the Bank for cach year 
from 1778 to 1844, when the last renewal of the charter took place, 
shows that the highest amount of circulation was in 1818, when the 
total was 27, 771 OCOL, and the lowest in 1785, when it was 5,923 0001, 
With regard to the stock of builion, the maximum amount appears in 
1844, when it was 15,784,000/, and the minimum in 1797, when it 
Was 1,086,000.
